From what I have myself 
seen and from what I have been 
told by children and staffs in 
both good and bad homes there 
are six simple, paramount needs 
of all the children:— 


1. The vight type of staff, 


Good food, 
A place of one’s own, 


Colour. 
Outside contacts, 
Toys and hobbies. 


Legislation for children needs 
to be simplified and co-ordinated, 
and that will take time. But. 
this six-point charter can be 
implemented now, and right 
away can help to make the 
50,000 children in Britain’s 
homes, schools and boarded-out 
houses -happy, contented and

Pardoned by the 
Blum Popular Front Government, he 
returned to political life in Algeria, 
where he was again promptly arrest- 
ed and sent to prison.

No official clue was available to- 
night. as to the details of the plan, 
but it was generally assumed that 
measures for effecting the partiflon 
of the provinces and division of the 
country might begin in the first week 
of next month. ° . 

It was expected that following the 
decision to carry out partition an 
announcement would be made for 
the convocation of a Constituent As- 
sembly for the areas—Sind, Punjab 
and Eastern Bengal—which so far 
have not elected to joln the existing 
body. 

Such an arrangement, it was point- 
ed out, could only become effective 
after a referendum on the principle 
of partition, the result of which was 
gencrally considered a foregone con-
